fly fishing with Hon. Abljah Beckwith, then Secretary of State 
of New York, for siieekled trout In Steele’s creek, in Herkimer 
County, N. We were unsuccessful. I Anally tipped the 

point of my fly hook with a small piece of an angle worm, and In 
a short time I had taken upwards of thirty fine trout; whilst the 
oecretery with his naked fly had taken but one or two. He de- 
clinirf to use the extra allurements of the angle worm, as un¬ 
sportsmanlike. I think, however, that after we parted on the 
creek, he used the angle worm, for I afterwards, on the same 
day, saw him with quite a large string of tront. 

I have always found that you must humor the caprices of a 
flsh if you want to catch him. If he will not come to your terms 
you must come to his. If fair means will not bring him to the 
surface, you must resort to means adapted to Ida own vulgar 
tastes. I was once fishing, off Pancake bay, lu Lake Superior, 
amongst some rocks, where I knew there were plenty of trout. 

I had tried a fly till I got tired. The water was deep and clear 
and I could once In a while see a large trout, laxUy swimming 
along under my boat, but he would not rise to my fly. I baited 
my hook with a fishes tin, and dropped it down close to bis noee. 

He took no notice of the bait, but would make a spring for a 
small buckshot, which I used for a siuker, some six or eight 
nches above the hook. I took off my bait, split the buckshot 
half in too, clasped It onto the bend of the naked hook, and lu a 
short time had taken all the trout we wanted for the day. I 
have exhausted Andrew Clarke's whole catalogue of flies without 
taking a fish, when I have improvised a fly or bug, by tying to 
my hook half-a-dozeii threads of red, blue and white or yellow 
cruel, or woolen yarn with which I had the greatest success, 

I am not advocating any new departure In the art of fly fish- 
teg. \yith a good selection of flies and In the proper season, I 
have seldom failed to capture my flsh. The Instances I have 
named are exceptions to the standard rules of the art, and 
adopted for the reasons given by the boy, when he said he mast 
pt the woodchuck, for tho priest was coming to dinner and they 
had no meat in the house. No flsh, no dinner In camp 
Toledo, Ohio, Jan. IB, 1878.

Ld by examining this surface with the microscope he observed 
in almost every specimen a grooved structure like the delicate ^ 
texture of the skin at the top of an infant’s finger. 1 have ex- 
amlued the smaller scales of a grayling and find this grooved 
structure very pronounced on some. 1 believe the Increase of 
Iridescence, on special occasions Is due to an almost ' Bar 

ble tremor of the scales and fluctuating alterations of tint In the 
pigment under the skin. Another peculiarity of the g™y»“g “o^ 
noticed In the above description is Its losenge-shaped though 
large and brilliant eye, which gives It a somewhat sinister ex¬ 
pression of countenance; an expression which from the same 
cause by-the-by, sometimes renders the features of our celeMlal 
friend the “Heathen Chinee" so unprepossessing. Altogether, 
however, the grayling Is a light, graceful, and vigorous fish, of a ^ 
widely different stamp of beauty to the lusty trout, as the 
Laureate terms him. Indeed a recent writer has compa.^ the 
trout to Hercules and the grayling to Apollo, and Mr. hrancla ^ 
has very happily and prettily styled the former the gentleman 
and the latter the “lady” of the streams.

countv. The Test, Dove, Derwent, Teme, Hampshire Avon, and 
Lugg,’ are also of hla most loved rivers. He Is not found In 
Scotland, but awiteerland, Lapland, Norway, and the Orkneys all 
possess him. Woles docs not. 

The food of the grayling Is almost purely ophenioral. Ronalds 
says it seldom ukes the minnow, and my experience corrobor- 
ates this. It loves worms, however, and a gllt-teil or ciK’kapUr, 
next to the grasshopper, is (icrliaps his most perfect Ideal of a 
bMithsome morsel. The lly, however. Is the proper food of the ^ 

grayling, although a quaint writer (Franks) says: Yet for this 
Hy admirer there Is another bait—the .munket or sea-green grub, 
generated amongst owlder trees, also Issues from willows, sal- jj 
lows, etc.’’ I have taken several caddls-worm eases, with the 
attached shells and stones, from a grayling’s stomach on more ^ 
than one occasion. Gentles are also caviare to them, 

The habits of these fish .are somewhat different to those of the ^ 

trout. They are more gregarious and less shy than their ‘ lusty 
friends. Also, they never evince thk unsurmounUble steeple- 
chasing desire peculiar to trout In the spawning season. In fact, ^ 
Instead of trying to leap whatever obstacle may be In the way of ^ 
an ascent to the higher parts of the river, they prefer swim- ^ 
mlng with the stream,” and therefore drop from pool to poo' « 
this seasOti, until a suitable spot at the tail of a swift sbimper ^ 
is reached, where the roe Is deposited on tlie gravel. This P'ece j, 
of family duty la accomplished In April, or, at the latest. May; ^ 
hence grayling are generally In best condition from October to 
February. They do not breed until three years of age, when 
they have technically attained the majority of grayling-hood 
being at first a pink, next a shut shett or shot, and finally your 
obedient servant Salmo thymalhu, In all the majesty of his 
"thvmy” nimbus and iridescent complexion. , 

As before indicated by the title, the “flower of fishes, applied 
to this fish by 8t. Ambrose, and by the term “queen of fishes, « 
further used by the same revered father Sanctue, the grayling 
must have been held In high estimation. And, as may be sup- 
iiosed, when angling as a “fine art” was not, this estimation was t 
based on some real or fancied gastronomic excellence. Gesner < 
names him as the choicest of Swiss fish. Italy and France also | 
esteem him; and our own Cotton says "his flesh, even In his 
worst season. Is so firm, and wUl so easily calver, that In plain 
truth hade very good meat at all times, but In his perfect season, 

• * • ffhlnk him so good a fish as to be little inferior to the ' 
best trout that ever I tasted In my life.” \ 

For my own part I am more Inclined to compare nlm wiln tne 
carp than trout, aa being about on an equal with that tlah, both 
being, of course, in good condition. Perhaps In saying this 1 
am unconsciously following the story told In that quaint old 
book, written by nobody knows who, “Dialogue Creaturum Mor- 
allxatus,” published first in 1480. The morellser presents a 
quarrel between the carp end grayling, at a great fish festival, on 
points of precedency. “I bask In the favor of the great and pow¬ 
erful,” said the carp; “even man condescends to take care of 
me, and makes ponds for my special use and protection. 
“But,” .answered the ^yllng, 'Took at my elegant form and 
glittering scales; I aim much handsomer than you are. The 
other fishes, following the example of many an analogous quar¬ 
rel amongst the gentu homo, commenced to side with the con¬ 
testants. Strife of a more muscular nature seemed Inevitable, 
when a wily old trout restored peace to the company by eeylng, 
“Why should we all he disturbed by this ridiculous quarrel I Let 
the disputants go to Judge Dolphin; he Is a wise and just fish, 
and will soon settle the question.” Acting on this advice, the 
gravllng and carp laid the matter before the dolphin. After con¬ 
sidering the matter, like a “Daniel come to judgment he said, 
“My children, you place me In a very awkward position. 1 am 
bound to do you justice, but how can I, having never wen either 
of you before. While you have been residing In fresh waters, l 
have all my life been rolling about In the restless waves of the 
ocean ; consequently I cannot give a consclenttons opinion as to 
which Is the best fish without I flast taste you.” So sMlng he 
instentlv “gobbled” up both grayling and carp, pulllngTils after 
thoughts, for the benefit of the specUtors, Into this very sapient 

couplet ought himself to commend 

Above all others, lest be offend. 

I advise all curious gaurmandi to follow Judge Dolphin’s 
and taste the two fish and then decide. Do not take my word 
. for the cicellsnce of either. Of course the grayling Is very 


medlclnable.” Walton quotes Geaner to the effect that flie fat 
“being set with a little honey a day or two In the sun, In a little 
gloss, la very excellent against redness or swartlilneM, or any¬ 
thing that breeds In the eyes.” One Is tempt^ to ask If by the 
“anything that breeds In the eyes” Is meant black looks and 
“tender glances!” Will my readers pardon me this execrable, 
alljelt piscatorial joke !—Thf Country, (London, Eng.)

Then the multitude were taken on to Barkby Holt—but not to 
see It drawn. For once again a fox Jumped up from the field 
next to the covert ■ and, after a little delay that allowed 
one to come np, the hunt was set going again, and the ball kept 
rolling cheerfully for the next half hour. The whole body of 


second-horsemen, meantime, had gone completely astray In the 
fog; and wore spread over the country side from John o’Gaunl 
to Qaddesby. Each lost lamb searching for hla “gaffer” (as they 
are pleased, I believe, to term us) In such direction as hla appor¬ 
tioned talent and knowledge of topography might dictate, and re¬ 
volving In hla mind, with tremor or Indifference, the wigging 
that he knew well was already being recited—each time with 
more pronounced fervor—by his starving emyloyer. For It was

Mr L. H. Smith calls upon ua to show why we deem ruffetl 
grouse the beet bird to break a dog upon, and hlnta at Inconsis¬ 
tency, as he thinks he remembers that at another time we openly 
gave anlpe the preference. The latter fact la correct, for. In 
‘‘The American Kennel and Sporting Field" we declar^ In favor 
of Fall snipe. Our reasons for this were that at that searon 
snipe win lie fairly well to point, yet not so closely that e dog 
has not to uae caution to avoid fiuahlng. Snipes are 
‘ ever, to be found In all eectlona, and, aa the article , to which Mr. 

' Smith refers was intended, as stated, to apply to ordinary mixed

,o have seen young dogs that at flrsf'stole forwird on tbe scent w 
Z careful aa a cat could do, cHknged radically by a few weeks wore 

on quails. Nor Is there any reason #hy they should not t^s 
to change since few sportsmen care to compel their dogs to tre 
Id slowly when greater speed will sooner give them the desired ^ 
y. and shot. After many seasons’ quail ahootlng we are convinced 
Dt that It naturally demands leas caution and careful work than any 
of other aport. In support of tliia la the almost Invariable expert- 
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oDce o( those who take their quail dogs to the prairies, where bjr 
irylDg to get as close as they have been used to with qualsl, they 
Hush for the larger portion of chickens out of shot, and It Is only 
when taught by experience, If taught at all, to s^nd their birds 
afar that such dogs afford any sport. We know now of several 
dipping quail dogs whose score of points on chickens would 
disgrace a medium performer. 

These are the most favorable aspects under which quail break¬ 
ing can be viewed, and over and above this Is the fact that these 
birds so frequently conceal themselves so effectually, or withhold 
scent, that the best nosed and most experienced dogs cither Hush 
them or pass them by undiscovered. Thus from this very jmscu- 
llarlty they seem 111 fitted to afford a dog first lessons in tlic art 
of finding and pointing game. 

In direct opposition to this Is the nature of the ruffed grouse. 
Wildest of all our birds the dog that points him must go slow 
and carefully, and be satisfied to point at twenty, often thirty 
yards. Thus the very first lesson a pup must learn, even before 
he goes into the field. Is to moderate bis pace at the command of 
bis trainer. It is claimed that the frequent flush of the bird be¬ 
yond pointing distance tends to discourage a young dog. This 
we, too, once belleved,and deemed Fall woodcocks better to work 
our pupils upon; but later experience has decided us that, by 
proper encouragement, this disappointment Is made the very 
moans of teaclilng caution, which, when acquired, makes the 
most killing and prefect dog. 

The advocates of great speed may object to thus teaching the 
dog to go slow, but be it remembered that speed as taught In the 
open must be given up when any game Is driven Into the wood¬ 
lands, while on the other hand, caution once acquired in the bush 
becomes habitual and la not lost when, with the opportunity 
which open shooting affords for speed, the dog learns to go the 
pace. 

We have seen dogs broken In various ways, and upon different 
game, and our experience has been that a quail-broken dog Is 
always a quail dog, to the comparitive exclusion of usefulness on 
ether birds, while a dog broken on ruffed grouse will work 
equally well on quails, chickens or woodcocks. If easy work In 
breaking is sought for, by all means enter the dog on quails; but 
If the breaker Is willing to take pains and trouble with his pupil, 
looking for bis reward In the ultimate possession of that sum- 
mum bo7tum a truly killing, general dog, let him try breaking on 
ruffed grouse. _

PiTTSBUROH, Pa., Jan. 19, 1878. 

Editor Chicago Field;—1 wrote you before leaving New 
York that I had been induced to accept the appointment of 
judge of dogs at the bench show of dogs now open In this city 
under the auspices of the Western Pennsylvania Poultry Society. 

This association has been In a flourishing condition for seven 
or eight years, ns exhibitors of the best varieties of poultry, but 
only last year and this have they added thereto a bench show of 
dogs. Last year only fifty were entbred; this year about double 
that number. Soon after reaching this city on the morning of 
the 16th, I had the pleaeure of meeting with a number of my 
shooting acquaintances, among whom were Dr. N. McDonald, 
Messrs. Jos. 8. Brown, Theo. Gray, Jas. Verner, F. A. Tremaine, 
Dr. R. L. Walker, and your able correspondent. Dr. Daly, and 
others, some of whom I have had the pleaaure of shooting with 
full twenty years ago, consequently, notwithstanding the smoke 
overhanging this city, I soon had reason to feel myself at home. 

After certain preliminaries bad been gotten through with, 
which generally follows the meetings of old sportsmen, I was es 
corted around to the building aelected for the exhibition—the old 
city hall, a building well adapted for aueb an exhibition, where I 
found in busy preparation everything for the comfort of the poul¬ 
try aud the dogs, all under the supervision of the active, energetic 
president of the association, Edward Gregg, Esq., who, through 
bis assistants, had everything in readiness to receive the stock on 
the following morning, and by noon of that day it would hard 
to say how many chickens were on hand, but from the everlast¬ 
ing crowing they kept up I am convluced there were “millions in 
it." But, as I nm not much of a judge of feathers, I was obliged 
to rely upon others tor information as to the quality of the poul¬ 
try on exhibition, and was Informed that this is among the bcAt 
displays of fine poultry ever exhibited In this county. 

That which Interest^ me most in connection with the poultry 
arrsngement was that of three turkeys which were dressed ready 
for the spit, and In that condition weighed as follows; 37, 31 and 
33 pounds respectively. They were raised and exhibited by Mr. 

S. H. Cook. The largest live turkey In the show made the 
weight kick the beam at 39 pounds. 

But the dogs are what the most of your readers will be after, 
and, as I before sald,there were about one hundred on exhibition, 
and about one-half of them wore composed of the different strains 
of setters and pointers, with a sprinkling of spaniels; of the lat¬ 
ter class, howeveit no specimens which could be considered above 
mediocrity. 

The setters and pointers were, as a general thing, well up 
among the beat specimens which bad heretofore been exhibited 
In other cities, and the following prizes were awarded;

"Now is the Winter of our discontent." 

In your issue of tbe 5th Inst. “Kit Killbird” quite aroused your 
readers by his remarkably Huciit article, his pointed hits, pretty 
poetry, and by the charming picture be drew ol his fireside and 
Chriatmaa eve. One could almost see him comfortably seated; 
his little ones full of expectation at the advent of Santa Claus, 
and their father inspired by the merry laugh of the happy holi¬ 
days. 

The chunk of wood liissed and sissed for a week after Kit’s 
effusions of this last year, when, witli a smoke and dull crackle it 
went out, an^jrith it the twelfth month. Father Time, with his 
hoary betulfa^ long, gray heard, turned his glass and the frosli 
sands started. Ills venerable countenance bowed in token of 
adieu to the lieeting momenta of last year, Is now raised, aud his 
eyes looking askance to designate his chosen ones fur 1876. Tbe 
sun arisea; Aurora leaves the couch of Tlthonus, sad roay-flugered 
morn proclaims all bale to '78. 

With the initiation of the year let us only look to the bright 
future. True may it be that many are to be mowed down by the 
scythe like daisies by the sickle. But, grateful for by-gone bless- 
Inga, we can only put our lives In His bands to guard them and 
to continue for us the prosperity of the past. 

To all American sportsmen—to all who feel an interest In field 
sports, and their advocates. North, South, East and West, I say 
with candor and fervor “Di>« miu gardeP' 

So “Kit Killbird’’ ivanta to hear my scaipe! scaipe! and to see 
Its indentures upon the sheets of the Chicago Field. I thank 
him and trust his own shadow may never grow less, but his arti¬ 
cles more, so that in tbe fifty remaining weeks we may be glad¬ 
dened by his songs. 

He wants me to speak out my views on the subject of spike 
collars; he wants me to tell of the submissive cowardice entailed 
by using them, and to place myself on record. I am opposed to 
cruelty. Mercy, the guardian angel of mankind and protectress 
of Goit’a creatures as a mistress of humanity, comes down aud 
bids us to lay aside torturing methods of obtaining subservience 
from dumb animals. Mindful of the old saying that “A merciful 
man Is merciful unto his beast,” I oppose tlie lashing of iiorses 
and spiking of dogs. 

I believe in what I read in “Dog Patli's to Success." If you 
are impatient, quick-teiii|)ercd and Irritable, and not resolved to 
overcome indiscretions that e.xort a pernicious Influence over an 
animal, then I would advise you not to undertake the control or 
management of a well bred pup;" and I am sure that “the first 
and most essential attribute in a breaker is a natural affection for 
his dog.” 

What can he done by the means of brute force or what can be 
secured to be done by means of inhumanity, I say can beobtalned 
by moderation, kindness and persistence. If a-dog refused to 
bring or fetch when young, and never will learn by kind treat¬ 
ment, and if that same dog be forced by the spike, he may re¬ 
trieve, oh yes! but how i Off he will go with his tail tucked, 
head down, and ivith his eye turned iMckat his master, and hie ex¬ 
pression one of mortal terrorTest tlie Infernal nail or pin will run 
Into his fiesh and nearly kill him. 

Repeated Instances have come under my notice—some I owned 
myself and do anbcsitatingly say that a dog taught without a 
spike la, lu ulnety-ntnc cases out of one hundred, worth double 
the sum of one who works through absolute fear. 

I own a aplke collar; It la stiff and dry from disuse, [never 
had any by me, except to show to a dog I owned, who worked 
only at sl^t of it. He was a fine dog, but such a miserable, 
cowardly beast I never saw. 

Many trainers, some of the best In the U. S., use and advocate 
the spike. Its inventor, or Its patentee, rather. Is a trainer of 
note, though he never taught ray spaniel to retrieve, and he had 
her for eight months, when she was three or four months old un¬ 
til she was a year. When she came home she would not lift a 
glove to save herself. Poor little Peg, not much of a retriever 
was she when I first laid my eyes on her In September lost, hav¬ 
ing owned her for one year unseen. 

I once owned a dog. Rascal by name. He was a splendidly 
built Gordon, and broken by Ayres, I am told, in New Jersey. 
He was very well named, for a monstrous scamp was be. He was 
a retriever, but went at It as If the word “fetch” meant “you are 
a gone dog." In dressing at morning be would patch my eye, 
aud thinking the old Nick himself wanted my ab'oe. Rascal would 
tack hts stem and go get It unbidden by me, but believing I 
meant “whip” by my glance. 

I will wager something that that dog was spiked and whipped 
nnmercifully to retrieve, and when ordered to bring a teal duck 
which fell in the bayou he wouldn’t bqdge. 

I know many instances and am persu^ed that asaoctatlon will 
make tbe finest retrievers. A pup accompanying a dog who 


retrieves will very soon bring himself. Inatinct prompts V>ne dog 
to imitate another, aud my experience tells me that breaking 
doga Is much more easily accomplished by suSeriog them to play 
“follow the leader" than by any spikes, choke collars, check cords, 
leg apUnta, lead necklaces, whips, hoot klcklngs or cuffs, 

A judicious application of punishment Is necessary; an Inju¬ 
dicious cruelty, brutish. That punishment can bo inflicted ad- 
vantageqiuly I know, but that Intense pain Is productive of will¬ 
ing and proper obedience I am not ready to believe. 

There, Mr. Editor, I have aald enough, maybe too much, b^t 
my views are like suppressed steam, the more I try to retain theni 
the mure they strive to slip out. I am an opponent of cruelty ; I 
therefore oppose the Instruments of it, be they what they may or 
advocated by the nobleat sportsman in America. While I respect 
Mr. Burges' opinion on canine matters, yet I am with “Kit Kill- 
bird” in this controversy. Sand S.vm'e. 

Tito Iteauties of the Iowa Law as to Dogs Ueiiig 
Property, aud the Remedy. 

Atlantic, Iowa, Juu. 15, 187S. 

Editoji Chicago Field;— These are a great many worthless 
dogs in tills, as well as in every other Statu of tlie Union. Thun, 
there are dogs In this State which have real values, ranging all 
the way from a merely nominal sum up to hundreds of dollars. 
Aud perhaps all of these dogs, whether entirely worthless, in 
fact, or of some real value, have an almost ipeatimable value 
placed upon them by their owners or possessors. In this respect 
doga arc like many other things In this world, not valued for their 
Intrinsic worth alone, but for that Indescribable “something” 
which has bound the master and tbe servant together. And so it 
la that the owners of all kinds of animate and Inanimate property 
affix fictitious values thereto, which tbe law will not recognize. 

If deprived of my horse through the willfulness or negligence 
of another, the rule of damages under tbe law Is, that I shall re¬ 
cover only the acttial value of^ the horse, and that recovery la 
neither to be Increased nor diminished In amount by showing ray 
affection or hate towards the horse while living. If my horses 
or my cows or my hogs escape from my possession and trespass 
upon another the law gives him a right of action against me, and 
he can recover the full amount of damages done by my stock. 
But, If while my stock are thus tresspassing he deliberately and 
unnecessarily kills or wounds my stock, or if, while driving them 
from his premises he uses unnecessary force or means, and there¬ 
by causes damage to me by injuring my stock, I can offset the 
damage so done to me against the damage occasioned him by the 
trespassing animals, and the recovery will be in bis favor who 
ba.s suffered tbe greatest damage. Everybody will recognize the 
justice and the equity of such laws. The stock are my property, 
and the fields and crops are another’s. Tlie law respects my rights 
of property only as it respects tlic rights of property in others. 
In order to secure this protectlou of our mutual rights our prop¬ 
erty is asBCsscd and taxes levied thereon and paid into a common 
fund, out of which our legislators, judges and executive officers 
arc paid for enacting, applying and enforcing tlicsc laws of equal 
protection to the rights of all. But is all our property 
thus equally protected! Do we who own dogs have 
any rights of property tlierelni Will tlic laws of lows af- 
foid us any relief against the man wlio kills a valuable dog sim¬ 
ply because he is trespassing upon Ids premises! Will a court 
of justice apply the same rules of offsetting the value of the dog 
killed against the damages done by the dog as it would if it were 
a trespassing horse or hog that had been killed! 

Let us sec wliat the law is under which we in the State of Iowa 
are now living relative to this question. 

It la provided by Sec. 1485 of the code of 1873 that “It shall 
be lawful for any person to kill any dog caught in the act of 
worrying, maiming or killing any sheep or lambs or other domes¬ 
tic animal, or any dog attacking or attempting to bite any person, 
and tbe owner shall be liable to the party Injured fur all damages 
doue by Ids dog except when the party is doing an unlawful act.” 

By this law, If a dog of the actual value of $300 is caught 
running after a pig of the actual value of $.5, the dug may be 
shot on the spot, not called or driven off, bill hIiuI ileail. Anil 
what remedy has the owner of the dog in this case! Why, if 
the owner of the pig has a mind to sue for the nominal duniagu 
done, the owner of the dead dog must pay the costs of the suit 
and the nominal judgment so obtained, and cannot set up the 
value of his lost dog in answer to the claim or as an offset. No 
matter how unfair or how unreasonable this might seem to the 
court there could be no other judgment In the case, for such is 
tlie plain letter of the law. Or If the owner of the dog thinks 
an outrage baa been committed in the killing of bis dog under 
these circumstances and brings suit against the murderer for the 
value of bis dog hts suit must fait. , . 

It would be just as reasonable fur our legislature to enact; 
“Tliat it shall be lawful for any person to kill any mule seen or 
caught kicking at any person, or at any domestic siilnial, and the 
owner of tbe mule shall be liable, etc., etc.” 

tVhat would tbe people think If our legislature should enact 
laws this Winter concerning the riglita of property lu ail our 
domestic animals like those now in force, concerning the dogl 
Anarchy would be almost the certain result. 

Now, what shall we do to remedy this most unfortunate and 
unfair state of the law! The dug is property just us much as 
tbe horse is, and there seems to be no use of adducing arguments 
in support of tbe proposition. Being property, tlicu, lie should 
be listed and assessed as any other property and the tax levied 
thereon and paid. Every dog which is thus listed aud assessed 
should be registered and numbered and be rc(iutred to wear a 
collar to distinguish him from the dogs not taxed. It should be 
unlawful to kill any dog thus listed, and tbe owner be held re¬ 
sponsible for all damages done by his dog. Dogs nut taxed 
should be made liable to the penalties of the law as it now 
stands. ^ 

As the dog cannot at all times be restrained like the horac or 
any of the other domestic animals, there seems to he no other 
way to protect the dog and Its owner but the collar or some other 
mark to designate tbe taxed dog from tbe untaxed. 

All dogs should lie assessed aud taxed according to their actual 
values as other property; and then tbe man who pays $500 for a 
dog would be protected lu his property and taxed accordingly, 
tlie same as though he had Invested hie money in a horse Instead 
of a dog. 

Perhape if a law of this kind was made we should get rid of 
the worthleas dogs wo now have. And many of tbe common 
curs, which are now kept because there Is no tax, would be dis¬ 
pensed with and good dogs put In their places if the owners were 
satisfied that their doga were to be protected by taxing them. 

Let MB urge upon our legislature the necessity of recognizing 
tbe right of property In dugs amd of enacting the proper laws for 
the enforcement of those rights of property. And let all true 
sportsmen and lovers of that noble animal, the dog, do their 
“level beat” to assist in wiping from our statute books that law 
which will Bubject tbe owner of a dog to heavy penalties and 
losses without a counter-remedy and yet recognizes tbe counter- 
remedy in the owner of all our other domestic animals under like 
circumstances. Deb.

Dog'Whip to Mr. Holabird.

EniTOR CeicAoo Field; —Mr. Holabird In hU article on breed¬ 
ing, In your laeue of the 13th Inat., refers to the elTects of In¬ 
breeding on the constitution. While I will not say that In some 
cases where dogs are Improperly mated, it may result In injury to 
the constitution, still I am of opinion that Mr. H. has Jumped at 
a conclusion, which his experience has not warrant^ him In 
doing, as to Rill, Floss and Phillis dying. The same might hap¬ 
pen to dogs of any breed or family, and bis Bonnie Elolse also 
going the way of all dog-flesh is not suRlclent reason for him to 
say that nine out of ton dogs bred as they are (that Is, In-brcd) 
die before they are twelve months old; and am surprised that any 
man who has seen and read as much of the Field Trial setter as 
Mr. It. should commit such an exaggerated assertion as this to 
paper. 

One fact wo must bear in mind, whenever a Field Trial setter 
dies, we hear of It; it Is published In our sporting papeis, and 
everybody knows of it; while there are hundreds of Ill-bred mon¬ 
grels die and no notice is taken of their death. Thus without 
thinking the matter carefully over we are very liable to think the 
fine bred dog is more likely to fall a victim to disease from lack 
of constitution than a more caroAssly bred one. I only speak for 
myself and from my own experience. 1 intrmluced the Field Trial 
setter to this country; and I think It is quite likely but for me he 
would not to-day exist on this continent. My opinion of him 
when I first saw him In Mr. Llqwellln’s possession was that bis 
constitution was good, and 1 have seen no reason since to change. 
I have bred more Field Trial setters than, perhaps, any three, 
probably nearly as many as all American breeders put together; 
and in pr<r|>ortlon to the number of dogs I have bred I have had 
no more sickness and no more deaths in my kennel, from all 
causes, than I had when I had none but native dogs. 

in 187K I lost one litter of whelps by sickness of the dam 
causing premature birth. This might happen to any domestic 
animal. Last Summer distemper was in my neighborhood and 
several mongrel dogs near my place took it and some of them 
died. It visited my kennel, and out of twelve puppies, nearly 
three months old, by Leicester out of Dart, ten died of the 
disease. I also lust by death Mr. McShanc's 8now, and one other 
which I destroyed that had a very bad caseof spinal disease, con¬ 
stitute all my lossea I have never had another Field Trial setter, 
dog or puppy, either die or sick on my hands, and this Is my fifth 
year of breeding this strain of dog. 

1 use very little medicine; I may say I use none. I sometimes 
give in Summer time a little sulphur, which with, perhaps, a 
half-dozen doses of castor oil would constitute all the dog physic 
I over used, barring the time distemper was in my kennel, when 
I gave for it tincture of iron and quinine, which medicine, I will 
here take the opportunity of saying, 1 don’t think did any good. 
1 am a firm believer that distemper, in as virulent form as It was 
in my kennel, has no speeifle. My candid opinion is, if careful 
nursing will not carry a dog through the disease no remedy yet 
known will do it. The most in-bred dog there la perhaps In the 
world Is the Laverack setter. I imported five of them, viz.: Car- 
lowitz. Victress, Petrel, Pearl and Peeress; and as feeding is gen¬ 
erally a good ciiterion of constitution I might say the latter three 
were good at It, and as to Carlowitz and Victress they are the 
greatest gluttons I ever had in my kennel. While 1 do not breed 
pure Laverack setters It is not because my experience has been 
that they lack constitution, but because 1 consider the Field 
Trial setter a better field dog than they arc, 

Next to the Laverack in In-brcedlng is the Field Trial setter, 
having but one outside cross from the Laverack, viz.: the Duke— 
Rhiebe blood. Dart was the first Field Trial bitch that crossed 
the Atlantic. She whelped twelve puppies to Leicester May B, 
1874, and eight of the litter are alive to-day, and Brysi>n's Maude, 
which died from accident last August, is one of the dead. Those 
who own thete dogs can speak as to their constitutions. It must 
not bo supposed that of all the puppies I have bred the same pro¬ 
portion as of this litter has survived all dangers to dog existence; 
but the majority of them are alive, and as a breed possess Just as 
good constitutions as any other breed of setters I ever had to do 
with. 

As to .Mr. Holablrd's theoretical idea of crossing the Field Trial 
setter with the native American dog to Improve his constitution, 
and that the coming dog is that cross. This is certainly a far¬ 
fetched prophesy. Lot Mr. II. try it, and 1 will prophesy that as 
a breed the Field Trial setter will b^t his cross-bred dog where 
ever be meets him. The Laverack setter has been crossed but 
once, and the result is the Field Trial setter, which I think baa 
no equal in field and show qualities; and his constitution when 
crossed properly is equal to any breed of dogs living. Others 
have bred the Field Trial setter as well as myself, and perhaps 
it would be Interesting to hear their experience as to constitution. 

Many dogs die in tb|ir puppyhood everywhere, and if one thing 
surprises me more than anottier it is that (more do not die. 
Many puppies are taken from a kennel where every attention is 
paid to their comfort, where the strictest cleanliness Is observed, 
and where they are fed as regularly as the clock strikes, and this, 
too, on the most suitable of puppy food. In their new home this 
whole system is sometimes turned topsy turvy, and from either 
ignorance or carelessness they are allowed to get on as they can, 
fed irregularly and on improper food. Many get raw flesh, gar¬ 
bage, or anything they can pick up, and when disease overtakes 
them and they die their constitution is blamed fur it, and very 
properly too, hut the true trouble Is the treatment has ruined the 
constitution. Doo Whip.

Tally one For the Long Haired Native.— Warren, Pa. Jan. 
13, Editor Chicago Field:—I want to tell a dog story. It 

Is about a native, and beats Gladstone's point “on the fly.” 

You know we have in this country numerous oil wells. Before 
commencing to drive pipe or drllk some operators dig a hole to 
the rock and stone It up like the old-fashioned wells, wherein 
used to hang that “iron bound bucket.” These holes are covered 
over with loose plank, after the pipe is driven and the well all In 
operation. 

The other day while workmen were fixing one o| these wells, 
which had not been worked for some time, they heard a dog bark, 
but at first could find no dog. At length they raised a plank and 
saw a large dog at the bottom of this hole or well, some twenty- 
live or thirty feet below the surface, just able to keep his head 
above the mud, water and oil. Having no ladder, it was a ques¬ 
tion how to get the poor fellow out. Finally they let down a 
large rope with a noose on tlie end, hoping, with a long pole, to 
get It round his neck or body.

Doo Gossip From West Troy. —West Troy, N. Y., Jan. 18, 
1878.— Editor Chicago FiM; —I yesterday In company with a 
friend, had the pleasure of visiting the kennel of Mr. John 11. 
Fltchet of this place, where I saw some beautiful “blue bloods” 
and native dogs. His stock dog Mac, Pride of the Border—

size, and as well put together as any dog I ever saw. He is lack¬ 
ing a little in feather, otherwise would (In my opinion) compare 
favorably with any dog I saw at the New York show last Spring. 
We were also shown a beautiful liver and white pointer whelp 
six months old, by Sensation out of Lady Frances, truly marked, 
and of magnificent proportions. If John’s modesty does not 
prevent him from exhibiting her at the next show, you will hear 
from her, pretty well up on the front seat. Next wc were taken 
down cellar, a large roomy place 33x44 with brick floor and 
stone In It, and shown bis Gildersleeve bitch Fan, Jack—Bess, 
which baa a beautiful Utter by bis dog Mac, now one week old, 
six dogs and one bitch, one dog having died, being much smaller 
tbau the others became suffocated. Every one of the whelps are 
in marks after the sire, and in color one-half after the sire and 
half after the grand sire Pride of theBorder. I never saw a litter 
of whelps marked nearer alike, unless It might be a Utter all of 
one color. Fan the dam la a magnlflclent orange and white set¬ 
ter. I think the beet feuthered one I ever saw. The feather on 
her forelegs is three inches or more long, and that on her stern 
six or seven luubes and just like silk. Running your hand over 
her. Is like running it over a silk hat, and her coat shines like 
satin. John informed me he should keep a dog and bitch from 
the litter, and had disposed of two to go to Hart’s Falls, one to 
Rev. Dr. Hamilton and one to C. E. Corbin, Esq. These whelps 
should be A No. 1. I have hunted over Fan and I never saw her 
equal for staunchness and nose. If 1 had not all the doge I can 
care for, I shonld certainly add one mdre to my stock, and it 
would be one of this litter. John says if any one wishes to see 
him when he Is at home, they can find him down cellar sitting 
along side of Fan and whelps admiring them.

Another Fiend. —Easton, Pa., Jan. 14, 1878.— Editor Chicago 
FiM; —Another case wherein dog fiends are getting their deserts, 
is reported from Catasaqna, Lehigh county. Fa. Augustus Ever- 
hardt, of that town, owned a floe-bred, thoroughly broken, highly 
prized native English setter, named Fisher. Fisher, in addition 
to bis rare field qualities, possessed other unusual traits. He was 
fond of lager beer, having been taught the taste when' a puppy, 
and would drink to Intoxication when he could get It. He did 
postoillce and market duty faithfully without mistakes, and if 
anything was lost he would find it if it was to be found. He was 
a great favorite In the town (though he would hunt for no one 
but bis master), and all doors were open to him. About three 
weeks ago, a young well-to-do drover, named Curts, and a school 
teacher who had bean on a spree, deliberately shot the dog dead 
on bis master’s door-step, without provocation. The act caused 
great Indignation, and Mr. Evorhardt and his friends had the 
perpetrators arrested. There la no registry law in that county, 
but they were charged wltli four counts; cruelty to animals, 
malicious mischief, discharging firearms within the borough 
limits, and carrying concealed deadly weapons. The school¬ 
master fearing disgrace and loss of his position as teacher, turned 
State’s evidence and testitted as to the act. Before the Justice, 
Curts was fined on the first count, which, with costs, amounted 
to about »60. The next two connU were ignored, and he was 
held to answer at court on the charge of carrying concealed 
weapons. The prosecution have employed the best counsel and 
purpose no compromise, inteDd(ng to make an example that will 
be explicit to this class that main! and klU doge. The case was 
to have been tried last week but was carried to the next term. 
The penalty (and the case la clear) for this offence is fine and 
Imprisonment. It Is the opinion of those best able to Judge that 
Mr. Curts’ brief fun and vlclousnese will coat him In fines and 
counsel fees not less than |500 and three months Imprisonment

THE STATE ASSOCIATION. 

That active co^jperation Is needed by the sportsmen of the 
State of Illinois to (Cireck the diminution of game by the hands 
of the violators of the law, and from other causes conseiiuent on 
the settlement and cultivation of the state, no one who has 
given but even a slight attention to the subject can question. 

If the Indifference and apathy which pervade the majority of 
the sportsmen continue, It Is but a question of time, and a very 
short time, when the State of Illinois, once so noted for Its flue 
shooting, will be as barren of game ns It once was of civilization. 

Year by year the game birds of the state have been decreasing 
in numbers, until now those who want good shooting have to go 
out of the state, as once sportsmen from other states came Into 
It. The cause Is not veiled In mystery. While yet In their pin 
feathers, the prairie chlcjcens were last year shot off and brought 
to market, as the well-fliled refrigerators of the Water Street 
dealers attested to, Sportsmen in the different parts of the state 
knew that they were killed, knew that they were shipped from 
their depots, and did nothing. Our sportemen In Chicago knew 
they were being dally sold, and yet they did nothing. With no 
restraint on them the violators of the law, having gained in num¬ 
bers and audacity by previous Immunity, ran riot. What then 
arc we to expect the coming season, unless vigorous measures be 
taken to check this wholesale murder of our game birds I 

Individual effort Is right and proper. Each sportsman should 
feel himself a specially appointed oftlccr, whom fealty to his 
brother sportsmen and the -interests of the community at large 
demand his vigorous enforcement of the law, alike to friend and 
foe. Such action Is good so far as each individual’s locality Is 
concerned', but that It might be thoroughly etiicacious It must be 
universal, which can be accomplished only by cooperation, and 
that cooperatlop should come through a body like the State 
Sportmen’s Association. Each club should be a link In the 
chain, by which a systematic and concerted action could be In¬ 
augurated, giving force to the strong arm of the law, carrying 
Intimidation to the violator of the law, giving courage to the 
weak-kneed sportsmen, who neeil some such encouragement, 
and though last, not least, doing much towards the education of 
public sentiment. 

Therefore, sportsmen of the state, rally around the State .\s- 
sociation by being represented In the next convention, and 
where clubs do not now exist they should be formed and rep¬ 
resentatives sent to the meeting of the association at Quincy, 
June next 

The following appeal from President Hauworth we commend 
to the attention of all sportemen in the state. w 

The “State Sportsmen’s Association’’ asks the active coopera¬ 
tion of all those who desire that the laws for the protection of 
game and flsh shall be sustained, and who hope thereby to see 
thoroughly checked the present fearful progress of the extermi¬ 
nation of game, and to And once more, as of old, our forests, 
prairies and lakes Ailed with that varied abundance so attractive 
to the sportsman, and yet more Important to all—In the home 
supply of cheap and easily obtained food. All who would save 
our rapidly vanishing game should take interest In this, which, 
while It Interests the sportsman. Is yet a thousand times more 
important to thqcommunlty at large. 

It Is only through organized clubs that the neeessary effective 
action for the enforcement of the law can be obtained. This, 
too, to bo thorough, should be general. The State Association, 
and the few clubs In some of our cities are doing what they can, 
but their action, of course, can be but partial. If In each county, 
or each prominent town, sportsmen and all interested in this 
matter would organize, place themselves In connection and cor¬ 
respondence with the State Association, and prepare to be repre- 
senta3 at the State convention which meets at Quincy In June 
next, when the subject will be acted upon, great good will result- 
from such a general system of united Influence and espionage, 
and In two years time we may be assured of a three-fold abund¬ 
ance of game over what we now have. 

Tbe earnest attention of sportsmen and all others Is called, to 
this subject. 

Again, In this connection, I ask the attention of sportsmen 
and others in the State to'the coming convention In June. Gen¬ 
erous contributions are being made In many cases by old sports¬ 
men, who now “shoulder the crutch’’ Instep of tbe gun, but yet 
retain full sympathy with the pleasures they have had In the past, 
now eiljoyed by others. Donations from these veterans, and 
their presence. If able to come, at our June meeting would be 
an aid and a mutual pleasure. 

I once more earnestly urge the early formation of clubs as 
above suggested, and the arousing of Individual Interest in tbe 
preservation of game as being all essential to complete the work 
which our legislature has begun W. B. Hau worth,

The Ohio Game Law and the Granobrs.—W e understand 
that at a recent Granger meeting In Columbus, Ohio, a resolu¬ 
tion was passed that the Ohio legislature ,j?e petitioned to amend 
the game law prohibiting the shooting of quails for live years. 
Such an Idea la absurd, and cannot be regarded In any other light 
than a desire on the part of the Granger element to put a stop to 
quell shooting In Ohio, for It cannot be urged on the exigency of 
the scarcity of quails and the necessity of protecting them, as 
during the last season the flnest qusll shooting was In Ohio; 
consequently with the large number left over for breeding, and 
tbe mild winter tlicre Is no reason that any extra measures bo 
resorted to, beyond the observance of the close season, for the 
propagation of them. The Ohio siairtsinen should take lime by 
the forelock and block the Grangers for If al¬ 
lowed to carry out any such measures In regard to c;uails they 
will bo emboldened Ui still further efforts and will eventually 
put a stop to all shooting In Ohio, for It Is hut the shadow of the 
coming event so far as their wishes and desires go. 

Since the above was In type we have received a telegram from 
Columbus, that a Mr. Crosby has lutroducml a bill prohibiting 
the ^hootlug of quails until 1885—eight years. The Ohio simrts 
men will have to be up and moving. . 

Chilled Shot. —Messrs. Tatham Bros., of New York, have 
been for a long time experimenting to equal, If not surpass, the 
English chilled shot, and arc satlsfled that they have accom¬ 
plished It. But to satisfy others they propose to have a compara¬ 
tive test for penetration between their manufacture and the Eng¬ 
lish chilled shot, which the sporting press la to bo Invited to wit¬ 
ness. Messrs. Dennison & Cor, of Boston, are preparing targets, 
that there may be uniformity In the experiments. The result of 
the test will be reported for us by our special correspondent, who 
will represent us on this occasion. Mr. Horace Smith w'rites us 
that he has carefully examined Tatham’s chilled shot, compared 
It with the En^^lsK, and finds It aulte the equal of the latter. 

The Iowa State Meeting. —The sportsmen of Iowa will bear 
lu mind that the special meeting of the Iowa State Sportsmen’s As¬ 
sociation is called for Thursday next the 31st. Iowa needs a good 
game law sadly, and the sportsmen from-each and every section 
should attend the meeting and by their presence and consent 
assist in framing one, and using their Influence with tbe legisla¬ 
ture which is now In session. The game of Iowa la worth a large 
amount of money annually to the State. Let timely action be 
taken before It la too late.

Gopher on the Shooting in New Jersey. 

Newark, N. J., Jan. 18, 1878. 

EuiToit Chicago Field:— Being confined to the bouse after a 
threatened attack of pneumonia—now convalescent, though not 
able to go out—I can spend a portion of toe time eveiy day with 
no more gratlflcalloi) personally, than taking up my long disused 
pen to write a few lines for too perusal of the Western readers 
of the Chicago Field. For about a year I have not written a 
Hue, BO Messieurs pardon please all sins, either of omission or 
eommlssloii. Before going further, allow me “Hluatrious Chief¬ 
tain” to congratulate you upon your Christmas Dumber of the 
Chicago Field. It was superb, and cannot help but make a 
lasting Impression on lovers of true sport. 

This town, or correctly speaking, city, lies upon the Passaic 
River; first settled by an emigrating portion of the old New 
Haven colony to Connecticut. Disgusted with the State’s puri¬ 
tanical laws, so well known as blue, they socejed to IHflfi, and 
sailing thence with all their household goods and gods to small 
sballope, passed through Long Island Sound, past Staton Island 
Kills, through what Is kuowu as Newark Bay, and so up the 
Passaic crooked channel for about three miles. Leaving their 
llt >!6 craft, they purchased from the Hackeueack tribe of Indians 
acres ujion acres of the best soil to New Jersey, for a song. 
Situated ae the city Is, It has been long known as the home of 
many true and thorough sportsmen, lovers of good guns 
and tried and trusty dogs. Being surrounded on three sides by 
thoasands of acres of salt marsh, it contains many of the best 
snipe (Wilson’s) shots to the world. This beautiful bird stops to 
feed on these flats while Journeytog North hi the Spring, and on 
hls returning southward to the Fall, he makes these meadows 
resonant with hls scalpel scalpel when startled upon Ills feeding 
places. The feeding springs of the Passaic run through fiat 
lands, really marvelous to thetr extent. So level are they, that 
when the Spring rains come, the waters cannot run off In th» 
ordinary channels of the river fast enough, and miles upon miles 
of meadow land are overflowed, giving the meadows at tlicAe 
times, situate between long ranges of hills, the appearace of ini- 
mensc Inland lakes. After a few days the accumulated waters 
i run off the overflowed land Is left soft and muddy, and as on 
• them nothing but the coarser grasses thrive, whose root-crowns 
■ are few and far between. It makes these places a paradise of a 
feeding ground for the tired and hungry snipes. Hence year after 
’ year, despite the increase of shooting, men fiid boys, first-rate 
1 sport Is to be had. Pine Brook meadows, though shot over for 
( fifty years, still preserve their character as a magnificent shooting 
locality. One thing, however, unaccounted for, and for which 
1 have heard no reasonable explanation, la the fact, that some- 
’ times for two and three years to succession, the birds give Pine 
a Brook the go-by. Scarce a bird is to be found either Spring or 
- Fall. Then, without apparent reason, certainly without any 
I- chaugo to tbe character of the feeding ground, the birds come on 
j to crowds. Fortunately It Is so situated as to be inaccessible to 
e the potrhunter or the hunting loafer. T&e nearest railroad de|Kit 
it la eight miles from the meadows, with no communication save hy

if by Shank's mare. The hotel is a good one, and Steve Courier, 
if the landlord, one of the few who know bow to manage a sports- 
r- man’s ranche. Everything clean, the best of beds, and a euvriiu, 
d plain but substantial. But for toe last two seasons the 
a. snipes have been to one of their forgetful moods 

jf and the sport has been poor indeed. 80 Steve Is as 

3 - lonely as would be a sAcoiid Robliisou Crusoe. In one of the 
Is periodical Spring rises of Pine brook, I have seen Steve’s hoslol- 
rlc alone on Ita little mound, with the waters raging and roaring 
le around it like a veritable Island In a watery waste. I have seen 
Is here what Is known as the “big piece,” nine miles long by about 
one and a half to breadth In the widest part covered with water, 

I. and that water nowhere over two feet in depth. The pin-oak 
L trees, of which there are many giant ones, scattered here and 
u there, rise from this waste of waters, and give a most peculiar nf- 
pearanco to the landscape. These floods, ui>on going down, have 
h ’ cut out for themselves chaiinels,suitable dltchos,which remain the 
season through flllsd with water. In these ditches, the black 
ducks and the wood ducks arc at borne, and I have seen a dozen 
Bocke of the former to a single day. 

Of Not three years since, a couple of these dusky fellows, one of 
toe wariest of the duck tribe, waddled from the brook to company 
I*® with Sieve’s homeward-going tame flock. One was shot by one of 
bis sous from the floor or the piazza, the other one jumped from 
the ground as the first one was shot a distance of twenty feet, 
to- and going like a rocket, was missed clean by the anxious lioy, and 
by sought fresh pastures new. 

:he Ten miles beyond Pine Brook, Is Booncton, situated anioni: 
sar hills high enough to be termed, locally, mountains. Well 
by watered and weU covered, to-day, there Is as fine ruffed greusc 
to shooting to these hills as twenty years ago. But It takes a man 
I as well as a sportsman to shoot over them. Among these hill* 
the dwells Scott Willis, a gentleman and a shot. Born and brouglil 
ne, up here, he has slaughtered thousands of this lordly species, and 
any man who follows him In* day’s tramp over these rocks and 
ans stones can be no feathoD-bed sportsman. A half-day sufficed for 
aln me, and I am fair at a tramp too. Brooks flow at every half-mile, 
the and trout are plenty but of small size; a half-pounder is the 1*^8®*’ 
dth I have hoard of, but bear to mind these streams have been fished 
i of for years.

The 
ground in front of the tavern whore the pigeon nhouters were 
wont to decide their respective merits Is covered with the miles of 
switches and the buildings of the working shops of the Ponn- 
sylrsula railroad, already acres In extent and bidding before long 
to lie rallos. Yet even now, despite the clangor of the belted 
wheels In the workshops, despite the whistle of the locomotives, 
despite the going and coming of the thousands of workmen, I

sections 4,048, 4,049, 4,050, and 4,1151, of title 24, chapter It, of 
the code, and to enact a substitute therefor. 

Be It enacted by the geueral assembly of the State of Iowa; 

Section 4,048. It shall he unlawful for any person, elsewhere 
than on his own premises, to shoot or kill any plni^ted grouse or 
prairie chicken between the first day of December and the 22d 
day of August in the year next following. Also, it shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, anywhere, at any time of the year, to 
shoot, kill, trap or ensnare any pinnated grouse, or prairie 
chicken, or quail, for the purpose of shipping the seme to any 
point within or without the State, for sale or profit. Also, It 
shall be unlawful for any person to shoot or kill. In any manii er 
any mallard duck, teal duck, wood duck, canvass-buck duck, gray 
duck, wild guoae, brant goose, or sand-hill crane, between the 
first day of April and the twenty-second day of August, in the 
year next following. Also, It shall be. unlawful for any person to 
kill, shoot, trap, or ensnare any ruffed grouse, or pheasant, or 
quail, between the let day of February and the I5lh day of 
September next following. Also, It shall ho unlawful to shoot or 
kill any wild deer, elk or fawn, from the Ist dqj- of December to 
the let day of September of the year next following. Also, it 
shall be unlawful to shoot any woodcock from .the first day of 
December to the 5th day of July next following. Also, It shall 
be unlawful to shoot or kill any wild turkey from the Isl day of 
February to the I5th day of September next following. 

Section 4,049. It shall be unlawful for any person to buy, sell 
ship, or have In possession any of the above named game birds 
during the times designated above as being unlawful toshooLklll, 
trap, or ensnare the same; and possession of any of above named 
game birds will be dccinec] and taken as prtma facie evidence that 
they were taken or killed in violation of this act. 

Section 4,050. Any person, corporation or copartnership who 
niay shoot, kill, trap, ship, buy, sell, or have li, possesalou any of 
above mentioned game birds contrary to the provisions of this 
act, shall be punished by a lino of five dollars for each bird so 
shot, killed, trappcd^ bought, sold, or held in possession. But it 
shall be lawful for any person residing within this State to shlii 
to any person within or without this State any of the game birds 
above described, not to exceed one dozen in one day, ijrovldcd an 
aflldavit shall be made before some person authorized to adminis¬ 
ter oaths; that the person or persons shipping arc residents of the 
State of Iowa; that said game birds arc not being shipped for the 
purpose of sale or profit; giving the name and post olllce address 
of the person to whom shipped, and the number of birds tlius 
shipped, and a true copy of such affidavit to he signed by the per¬ 
son or persons giving the affidavit, on which shall la; endorsed the 
words, “A true Copy of the Original,” which copy shall be given 
to the common carrier, teamster, railroad ogeut. or express agent, 
which copy shall he prinui facie evidence to the Said carrier or 
agent of the genuloeDcss of it, and shall release such carrier or 
agent from liability In shipment or transportation of game, and 
the original affidavit shall be retained by the person taking the 
same, auA shall be used in evidence In any trial to which said 
affidavit belongs. 

Section ^051. One-half of all the fines collected under the 
provisions of the three preceding sections shall be paid to the per¬ 
son whose information secures couvietion; the other half shall be 
paid to the public school fund In the manner prescribed by law; 
and all acta and portions of acts confilctiiig with this act are 
hereby repealed.

Snipes, and Wilkesdabre NoTEs.^Wllkcsbarrc, Pa., Jan. 16, 
1878 .—Hditor Chicago Field; —“Uhhiue,” joins issue with you in 
the plurals of snipe, etc. With all due deference to you, .Mr. 
Editor, taking your answer as glvch, I must relate a little story

Now, lt:keein8to me that when speaking of various grou|)S of 
the snipe family. It not only sounds well but has strong sense, to 
use the words “the snipes,” but to say "tax intipex," seems almost 
on s par with saying “siz deert." To say a bevy of quails, is like 
saying efioek of cheept. 

To say a dozen ffrousw, Vould mislead the urdlnaiy mortal Into 
believing that we had that many numbers of the grouse family, 
and yet^wlll not your rule hold good. 

We are having a very mild Winter, which is favorable to the 
game. Ruffed grouse were very abundaut the past season, and 
sport on these was very good. With a small Fall flight of wood- 
cock(r—no snipes—and very few quails, our shooting has Iwcn 
confined almost entirely to the grouses. 

Our club tried the experiment of wintering North Carolina 
quails, but out of over six hundred, we succeeded in saving but 
eight, and these we turned loose. They bred, and the first sea¬ 
son some sportsmen who hsd not contributed toward getting 
them, killed every one. 

We are apt to agree with those whose views coincide with our 
own, hence, all here agree with .Mr. Burges when he saya that 
the ruffed grouse Is the best bird to break setters and pointers on. 
We do know that a dog that can successfully find and point 
ruffed grouse, can as .successfully find and point any other game 
bird. The dog may not prove to be bottled Itghtuing that only 
needs to be uncorked to scour a whole township, when let loose, 
but can be made fast enough In the open. Doubtpki, JMun. 


Tub First Woodcock in Nebraska. —Omaha, Jan. 19, 1878. 
—Editor Chicago Field :—Your Lynn correspondent gives a re¬ 
freshing account of what he coualders the first woodcock killed In 
Nebraska. Since this noble game bird Is a favorite of mine, and 
Its paucity In this section through the long years of my residence 
here since September, 1858,1 am prone to regret a total failure to 
form an acquaintance with one who could have led me so easily 
to the haunts of “Sroiopax mq/or.” Thus it ever seems to he, 
that, after spending years of earnest Inquiry and research, some 
tyro philosopher steps forth, Mlnerva-llke, armed and equipped 
with the keys to the mystery, as by Intuition. It is not my pur¬ 
pose to‘contradict your correspondent’s assertion; yet. It seems 
passing strange that so large a display of woodcocks shupld occur 
In the Omaha market (surely our friend could not have digested 
(hem) without the fact coming to the notice ,of the members of 
the Omaha Sportsmen's club, numbering as It then did about forty 
members Including the Messrs. Tennory and Harris referred to. 

But what I set out to write, was to disabuse your correspond¬ 
ent of an error.
